This test con 
sists in dropping a few drops of 
the patient's own blood into her 
eye-sack. In most cases of .pree: 


nancy the pupil will change shape. 
Some non-pregnant women’s pupils 
react this way also. However, if 
there is no reaction, the doctor 
knows the patient ts not preg: 
nant. 

In carrying out these tests, the 
doctor first tries the evé-test. If 
there is no reaction, the doctor 
pronounces her not pregnant. If 
there 1s a reaction, the doctor is 
not sure, and tries the fish. test. 
If the fish grows.a tube, the .wo- 
lan is pregnant, and if it does 
not grow a tube, she is not preg: 
nant. 
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
